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1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 : 

I. Claims 1-1 1, drawn to a process for forming a stress release contacting system in 
an IC ? classified in class 438, subclass 618. 

II. Claims 12-20, drawn to a low stress contacting system for an IC, classified in class 
257, subclass 773. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 

distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (M.P.E.P. § 806.05(f)). In the instant case 
unpatentability of the group I invention would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the group 
II invention, since the device of the group I invention could be made by processes materially 
different from those of the group II invention, for example, instead of placing a leveling plate on 
metal posts, filling all empty space with an elastomer beforehand would result in the same 
structure. 

3. A telephone call was made to Mr. George O. Saile on 04/13/00 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 
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4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
